COVID Dorm 


PART IL IN A SERIES ON COVID-19 AND THE UNIVERSITY OF OREGON 
LOOKS AT PROBLEMS WITH CAMPUS QUARANTINE

arnhart Hall is an incoming freshman's 
nightmare. Its location, farther from 
campus than any other dorm, was once 
a disadvantage. But now Barnhart’s 
distance from campus has made it the 
perfect location for students that have 
tested positive for COVID or been in 





contact with it. 

On Oct. 4, University of Oregon freshman Grace 
Winjum was in close contact with a friend who developed 
COVID symptoms. Upon contacting University Health 
Services, Winjum was brought to Barnhart Hall and 
required to stay for 14 days in isolation. 

Despite the UO’s attempts to contain the virus, Winjum, 
along with many other students and residential advisors 
(RA), expressed concerns with the university’s lack of 
guidelines or supervision in the hall. 

“There were definitely people who would bring visitors

college football season is mercifully wrapping up. 
And the University of Oregon — the only Pac-12 school 
that refused to give the number of COVID positives in 
its athletic department to The New York Times — finds 
itself in the middle of a virus-driven mess that the Pac- 
12 Conference has become. The Ducks did not win the 
North Division title. That belongs to the University of 
Washington by virtue of a higher winning percentage. 
Yet the Ducks will play for the Pac-12 championship on 
Dec. 18 because Washington pulled out of the regular 
season finale at Autzen Stadium on Dec. 12 after a 
series of positive COVID cases, and the Huskies can’t 
field a full team to play for the title. For the sake of the 
student athletes (not to mention simple sanity), we will 
be thankful when this madness ends. 


+ City Club of Eugene this week hosts its annual 
“Gifts to the City” program with Rev. Dan Bryant as 
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in and throw parties in their dorms [in Barnhart] just be- 
cause there weren’t any residence advisors,” Winjum says. 

The university has continued to deny reports of par- 
ties or large gatherings in Barnhart Hall and says that it 
is addressing any behavior that falls outside of policies 
and guidelines. Director of Residence Life and Educational 
Initiatives Anna Schmidt-MacKenzie says there has only 
been one instance of students gathering, which was dealt 
with, and that there have only been a “handful” of instances 
of students walking out of their rooms without a mask. 

Emails from Schmidt-MacKenzie to Barnhart residents 
show that the university was informed of concern within 
the hall. 

“The team delivering food and handling the cleaning 
in Barnhart have shared concerns that compromise the 
health and safety of the community,” Schmidt-MacKenzie 
wrote in an email to students in Barnhart on Oct. 12. 
“It is very important that everyone complies with the

+ With the rush of recent hot news, we nearly 
missed the big climate story. As Bill McKibben wrote 
in The New York Times Dec. 10, New York state's 
comptroller announced that the state would begin 
divesting its $226 billion employee pension fund from 
gas and oil companies if they can't come up witha plan 


expectations in Barnhart.” 

Many of the posts on the Instagram account “COVID 
Campus” address the arising situation at Barnhart Hall. 
Run by four former and current UO students, the account 
posts user-submitted entries that most often concern 
the university’s handling of COVID. An open Google form 
linked in the bio allows for all posts to be anonymous. First 
formed in August of this year, the account has amassed 
more than 3,600 followers. 

One student who claimed to have been in isolation 
at Barnhart posted on “COVID Campus” that “there is 
almost zero supervision on anyone in the building, there 
are obviously no residential advisors. At least three times 
in the past week exposed and possible infected students 
have been throwing parties on the higher floors.” 

Another anonymous post from an RA claimed that 
someone on their floor was sent to Barnhart but that the 
RA was never told who was sent. Only later did that RA 
find out that the exposed student was regularly returning 
to their hall to hang out with friends. 

Freshman Luca Perzik was exposed to the virus while 
in the dorms and said that during his two weeks in Barn- 
hart, he didn’t see any parties or large gatherings. Perzik 
did note that organization and supervision was minimal 
throughout his stay. “The first day | got to Barnhart it was 
4.0’clock, which was after other students received lunch. 
I asked [the supervisors] what I should do for lunch and 
they said, ‘You should just go to McDonalds. Iwas confused 
because I thought I was supposed to be quarantining.” 

Perzik and Winjum said that students were also given 
two hours a day of unsupervised “free time” to leave 
quarantine and go anywhere they wanted. Emails ob- 
tained from Schmidt-MacKenzie confirm that students 
in isolation are allowed to leave from 9 to ll am every day 
and students in quarantine from 1 to 3 pm. 

One RA who tested positive for COVID told Eugene 
Weekly that she saw multiple students leave Barnhart 
during free time and get in cars with other people. The RA 
wished to remain anonymousin fear that she would lose her 
job. The UO contract states that RAs aren’t supposed to 
talk about their positions without approval from someone. 

Since Sept. 28, at least 512 students have reported 
to the university that they tested positive for COVID-19. 
ZIP codes with UO students (974.01-974.04) have also 
accounted for half of all COVID cases in Lane County. 

In an interview with EW, Schmidt-MacKenzie said 
she believes that students have been for the most part 
“incredibly conscientious,” but said that recently the 
university has implemented an increased presence within 
Barnhart. 

“T have a lot of faith in students. | like to think that the 
only reason you play by the rules isn’t because someone 
is watching you,” Schmidt-MacKenzie says. =

Salvage Nation 


BLM PROPOSES SALVAGE LOGGING AT HOLIDAY FARM 


FIRE-IMPACTED AREA 


By Henry Houston 


he Holiday Farm Fire has been mostly 

contained since October, but the Bureau 

of Land Management is now proposing 

salvage harvesting, a controversial for- 

est management practice where trees 

affected by natural disaster are logged. 

The BLM is proposing more than 

1,500 acres in salvage timber sales on the McKenzie wa- 

tershed and could bypass environmental assessments 

because the Trump administration has expanded the use 

of categorical exclusions, which allow federal agencies 

to move faster on salvage harvesting. But the BLM says 

environmental impacts are still considered in this rule 

and selling affected trees would mean fewer living trees 
cut down this year. 

Environmental groups say the BLM needs more 
transparency on the sale and that salvage logging kills 
natural recovery cycles in old growth forests, which are 
necessary to tackle climate change, and threatens the 
McKenzie watershed, Eugene’s only water supply. 

“The BLM does not move fast as a general rule,” Wild- 
lands Director Rebecca White of Cascadia Wildlands says 
about the salvage timber sales. “But they’re moving like 
wildfire.” 

In November, the BLM announced three salvage log- 
ging actions related to the Holiday Farm Fire aftermath: 
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Wild and Wooly (58 acres), Mid Indian (116 acres) and 
HLB-MITA (1,345 acres). Eugene BLM field manager 
Becca Brooke says she approved the first two projects 
through a categorical exclusion. 

The three salvage sales are a part of a larger regional 
strategy to maximize logging of the burn areas. On Nov. 
25, BLM State Director Barry Bushue sent amemo to BLM 
offices in the region with a strategy to recover timber 
from the historic 2020 wildfires. Bushue’s memo called 
for maximizing salvage timber volume at an urgent pace 
to offer as much as possible in the current year. Bushue 
called for a planned target of 278 million board feet. 

Brooke says the BLM is required by law to sell that 
much timber, and the memo emphasizes collecting the 
dead and dying trees over living trees. She adds that 
decisions have to move quickly before dead and dying 
trees become a part of the habitat. 

Brooke says the BLM isn’t moving abnormally fast on 
this project and that she’s even extended the deadline a 
week after the agency’s website had a glitch. She adds 
she can’t offer tours of the proposed sales because the 
area is still unsafe. 

White says the BLM hasn’t provided enough informa- 
tion, so she’s asking the public to submit comments on 
the project to get more details about how big the trees 
are that were burned and if they really are dead.

“We're asking people to let the BLM knowif they think 
it should go for a full, careful environmental review and 
not be rushed under a Trump categorical exclusion,” 
White says. “Salvage logging is probably the most envi- 
ronmentally destructive form of logging, especially how 
they’re doing it, which is likely a clear cut.” 

Three years after President Donald Trump signed an 
executive order to accelerate the federal environmental 
review process, the BLM can move forward with salvage 
logging projects without adhering to the 50-year-old law 
called National Environmental Policy Act (NEPA). Ina 
Dec. 11, 2020, memo, the Office of Environmental Policy 
and Compliance’s Director Stephen Tryon approved the 
use of categorical exclusions on salvage logging projects 
of up to 3,000 acres without an environmental review. 

In the memo, Tryon writes that among other things, 
salvage harvest can help recover economic value from 
timber and accelerate reestablishment of native resilient 
forest tree species. 

White of Cascadia Wildlands says categorical exclu- 
sions have been used in the past for small projects, such 
as bathrooms at a campground. Using it for logging up 
to 3,000 salvage acres of a fire area is a big expansion of 
the rule, she adds. 

And there could be lasting consequences on the McK- 
enzie River, Eugene’s drinking water source, if the logging 
moves forward, according to Oregon Wild conservation 
and restoration coordinator Doug Heiken. “Salvaging 
logging is way worse than regular clearcutting because 
the soil is already very damaged,” he says. “There’s no 
vegetation to act as anatural filter for the sediment that 
might move into the drinking supply.” 

Heiken says logging activity can cause ground move- 
ment from falling trees bouncing on the ground and heavy 
equipment operating. That causes an erosion of dirt, 
which becomes an issue, he adds. And if the Willamette 
Valley has a storm similar to the 1996 flood, he says, it 
could impact the drinking supply. 

But Brooke says there won’t be a negative impact on 
the river, and she sent a notice to the McKenzie Watershed 
Council, a group of 28 organizations that represent the 
watershed, including EWEB. EWEB confirms the BLM 
notified them of the proposed sales. 

Brooke says she decides which salvage projects get a 
categorical exclusion. It’s still reviewed by in-house BLM 
specialists with graduate degrees and years of experience, 
she adds. She says it’s too early to say whether she'll doa 
categorical exclusion. If there’s an extraordinary impact, 
she says she'll proceed with an environmental assessment. 

Heiken says wildfire-affected trees are important for 
growing a natural forest. “The complex, diverse forest 
that grows naturally after these events are more resilient 
to climate change than atree farm that is densely packed 
and uniform and monoculture,” he says. “It’s going to take 
80 to 100 years to grow that forest naturally. If you try to 
do it with a tree farm, it would take 180 or 200 years.” =

BEND DIRECTOR TAYLOR MORDEN’S THE LAST BLOCKBUSTER 
TAKES A NOSTALGIC LOOK AT THE END OF AN ERA

or those who grew up before the digital 
streaming age of Netflix and Amazon 
Prime, visiting the video store might have 
been the best part of a Friday night. 

It was often a gamble whether the 
plastic-encased DVD you’d picked was 
any good or not — though you could judge 

by the picture on the front, or the nod of approval from 
the teenager working the cash register. Now, even holding 
a DVD feels like an ancient relic. 

It’s hard to imagine that it’s been almost exactly 10 
years since the movie-rental giant Blockbuster went out 
of business. The corporation filed for bankruptcy in 2010, 
leaving in its wake a gaping hole for movie lovers who 
preferred a physical browsing experience, and maybe a 
bag of store-bought popcorn while they were at it. 

Directed by Vida native Taylor Morden, the heartfelt 
documentary The Last Blockbuster, released online Dec. 
15, tells the tale of the rise and fall of the company and 
depicts its last remaining outpost: the only Blockbuster 
left in existence — just over the Cascades, in Bend. The 
movie is, in part, a profile of the location’s charming 
manager, Sandi Harding, who along with her family keeps 


the store alive, and in part a homage to the dying form 
of physical media. 

Morden, who has directed previous documentaries Pick 
it Up! and Here’s to Life: The Story of the Refreshments, 
both related to the music industry, says he felt a sense 
of urgency with this project that he hadn’t experienced 
in previous films. When Morden began filming the 
documentary in 2017, there were still 12 Blockbusters 
open across the U.S. 

“It kind of felt like a race against time,” Morden says. 
“We'd go to start filming in Texas, and they’d call us to 
say, ‘We had to close.” Soon, the number of Blockbusters 
dwindled until only one remained — in Morden’s home 
state of Oregon. 

Morden, who attended McKenzie High School and 
graduated from University of Oregon in 2006 with a 
degree in digital arts, says he was rooting for the Bend 
location to make it. 

“Sandi [the manager] is such a driving force,” he says. 
“She’s so upbeat and positive, to her this place is a family.” 

Although Blockbuster used to be notorious as a 
corporate villain, stealing revenue from mom-and-pop 
rental shops, the last remaining store operates very 


much as a family business. 

Onescenein The Last Blockbuster cuts froma TV news 
interview with Harding toa shot of her in her Bend home, 
hand-crocheting beanies to sell at the store. As she weaves 
the yellow and blue yarn, Harding wonders aloud if Dish 
Network, the company who owns Blockbuster, will renew 
her license to keep Blockbuster afloat for one more year. 

While the store still caters to movie-aficionado locals, 
the location quickly became a tourist destination following 
its declaration as the only Blockbuster left on the planet. 
Now, travellers from as far as Italy and Brazil make the 
pilgrimage to Bend to take a picture in front of the iconic 
Blockbuster sign. T-shirts and bumper stickers are sold 
inside the store alongside DVDs, which are available both 
for rent and for sale. 

For Morden, the attraction of crowds to the rental 
store represents a longing for a way of enjoying media 
that simply doesn’t exist anymore. 

The film features a star-studded cast alongside the 
workers of Blockbuster, including interviews with actors 
Paul Scheer (Veep), Adam Brody (The O.C.) and director 
Kevin Smith. Lauren Lupkus of Orange is the New Black 
and The Big Bang Theory narrates. Each character offers 
a different story from their formative years, and the 
experiences at their own local movie-rental shop that 
shaped them into the film lovers they are today. 

“The point of this movie is what are we losing as a 
culture when we close these places?” Morden says, “We 
are used to the convenience of everything at the push of 
a button, but what are we losing in return?” 





The Last Blockbuster is available for streaming on most major sites, 
and the DVD can be purchased or rented at Blockbuster in Bend.
